“I had just climbed ,into my 
goupe, which was parked in front 
of the bank,” Muentefering told po- 
lice. “The woman got into the seat 
beside me. I saw that she held a 
revolver, which she shielded from 
genetal observation behind a purse. 
She said, ‘Drive on, and don’t say 
anything.’ 

“I was wondering how I could 
reach my own revolver, which was 
in the right door pocket, without 
getting shot. I reached toward the 
ignition key, then raised my knee 
sharply, knocking the purse out of 
her hanée. She held onto the re- 
volver. I seized her wrist with mys 
right hand, and managed to reach 
my revolver.with my left hand. We 
had a lively tussle for a moment, 
and she threatened to shoot me, but 
I wrenched the revolver from her 
hand.” 

The struggle attracted Patrolman 
Joseph Goetz, who arrested the 
woman. Examination of her re- 
volver showed that it was loaded, 

At police headquarters the wom- 
an wept, declaring, “It’s a bum 
rap.” Later she said, “It’s only my 
son I’m thinking of,” but she 
failed to explain what she meant.

Abductors Decide on Re- 
lease After News of Crime 
Is Made Public—Kansas

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 13.— 


Nervous but unharmed after al- 
most 36 hours in the “filthy” ren- 
dezvous of three kidnapers, Mrs. 
Nelly Donnelly, wealthy founder of 
a Kansas City garment company, 
and George Blair, her Negro chauf- 
feur, were freed by their captors 
early today. They were released 
from a motor car near Kansas Av- 
enue Bridge on the Kansas side of 


the city and sdon were back at the 
Donnelly home, Their return 
marked the end of a period of 
anxiously waiting by her husband, 
Paul Donnelly, and his attorneys, 
who were at a loss as to how to 
get in touch with the abductors for 
the delivery of $75,000 in ransom, 
demanded under a threat to kill 
Blair and to blind Mrs. Donnelly, 

L. M. Siegfried, Chief of Police, 
said he was certain no money had 
been paid the men. Police. squad 
cars and Deputy Sheriffs set out 
at once in a renewed search for the 
kidnapers. 

Mrs. Donnelly said she and Blair 
were taken from the hiding place 
about 30 minutes before they were 
put out of an automobile. She 
quoted one of the men as saying: 

‘‘Another car will be along soon 
to pick you up.” 

In the meantime Chief Siegfried 
had received an anonymous tele- 
phone call which instructed him 
where to find Mrs. Donnelly and 
Blair. Accompanied by other offi- 
cers he drove down Kansas avenue 
to the designated place. They failed 
to find the victims, but after cruis- 
ing around a woman stepped out 
and asked: 

“Is this the car that came for 
me?” 

The woman was Mrs. Donnelly. 
Blair was with her. 

Hysterical at First. 

Mrs. Donnelly was hysterical 
when she first entered the police 
car, but soon recovered her com- 
posure sufficiently to tell a con- 
nected story of the abduction. 

The kidnaping occurred at her 
home late Wednesday as she was 
returning from her downtown of- 
fice. As Blair drove Into the drive- 
way another machine pulled in. 
Three men got out. 

Blair was forced to move over 
from the wheel and two of the men 
got into the rear seat with Mrs. 
Donnelly. As the car moved away 
the men started to blindfold her. 

“Tt was 6 o’clock when they cap- 
tured me,” she said. “We drove for 
a long time and then we were tak- 
en into a dark house. I was seat- 
ed without delay and théy imme- 
diately told me they wanted mon- 


ey. 

Mrs. Donnelly and the chauffeur 
were tied hand and foot. The ab- 
ductors had provided a bed for her 
and a cot for the chauffeur. 

Mrs. Donnelly said when news of 
the abduction became public they 
came to her and told her they re- 
alized they never should have tak- 
en a woman and thatthey were go- 
ing to release her. “They told me 
to get up and they put the sack 
over my head again. They put an- 
other over Blair’s head and took us 
out to the car,” she said. Less than 
an hour later the two were fre- 
leased. | 
No Ransom Paid, Reed Says. 
James A. Reed, neighbor 
counsel for Paul Donnelly, said to- 
day no ransom had been paid for 
the release of Mrs, Donnelly. 

“We did not arrange the matter. 
It happened. That is all,” said 
Reed. 

He was referring to the most 
heavily insured woman in Kansas 
City. Mrs. Donnelly carries life in- 
surance of approximately $750,000, 
much of which is in favor of her 
company and her employes.

Philadelphian Refuses to Let Red 
Disturber of Grandi’s Visit 
Be Made “Martyr.”

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 18.—Or- 
lando Spartaco, serving two years 
for recently trying to annoy Dino 
Grandi, Italian Foreign Minister, 
today spurned temporary freedom 
at the hands of the Judge who sen- 
‘tenced him but under the law had 
to accept it. 

Spartaco appealed his conviction 
to the State Superior Court and 
was allowed bail on Wednesday 
pending a decision on his appeal, 
but no one came forward to fur- 
nish the bond.

“I will not take bail from Judge 
McDevitt,” he said, “He is my en- 
emy.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 138.-—~ 
Thomas W. Lamont, a partner in 
the House of Morgan, the first of a 
parade of bankers scheduled to 
testify before the Senate Finance 
Committee regarding the flotation 
of foreign loans in the United 
States, told the committee today 
that the American investing public 
had become unduly alarmed over 
the safety of the German bonds 
held in this country, 

Charles E. Mitchell, National 
City Bank board chairman, testified 
American investments abroad to- 
taled more than six billion dollars 
and that foreign securities held in 
the Urited States at the end of 
1930 weer nearly eight million dol- 
lars. 

Lamont said the German Gov- 
ernment had been “most meéticul4 
ous” in meeting its obligations un- 
der the two long-term German is- 
sues—the Dawes loan of 1924 and 
the Young loan of 1930. The total

After Lamont had listed many 
foreign loans floated in the United 
States, Senator Walsh (Dem.), 
Massachusetts, asked if contracts 
for loans were submitted to the 
State Department. “Not the con- 
tracts,”” Lamont replied. He said 
President Harding in 1920 asked 
banking houses to inform the State 
Department of #uch arrangements, 
and that it have the privilege of

don’t do it in an affirmative form,” 
he said. ‘They have done it here- 
tofore in the negative form.”

16 Pct. Not Earning Fixed Charges 

“As shown Dy the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, excluding 
those reads already in receivership. 
the number of railwavs earning less 
than fixed charges is only about 
16 per cent or 17 per cent of the 
whole. This, however. includes 
some roads that are parts of larger 
systems able to look after them. 

“It will be remembered that the 
earriers have now organized the 
railway credit corporation on the 
plan provided between them and | 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
ston for assisting railways with de- 
ficient earnings from the special 
income authorized by the commis- 
sion. This income is estimated at 
something over $160,000,000. 

“The railway credit corporation 
has beep approved by the railway 
executives and the commission, and | 
is new in course of confirmation 
by the boards of the different rail- 
road companies.

Mrs. .Effinger, a daughter of the 
late James T. Harahan, president 
of the Illinois Central Railroad, 
quoted Mrs. Bordley as stating that 
she and her husband had agreed to 
leave their property to some chari- 
ty. The charitable object designat- 
ed in the will, the witness’ said, 
came about through Mrs. Bordley 
having seen many -persons who 
were turned away from hospitals 
because they were deemed incuf- 
able.

WANTS AL BUS INES 
TO USE UNION MARKET 


Comptroller Nolte Would Es- 
tablish Terminal to Give 
City More Revenue. 


A recommendation that sales ac¢ 
tivities at Union Market be restrict- 
ed to one-third of its ground-floor 
space and that the rest of the floor 
be given over to a motorbus ter- 
minal was made too the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment today 
by Comptroller Nolte. 

The plan was advanced as a so- 
lution of the problem of deriving an 
adequate return from the market 
building, representing a $1,250,000 


The annual revenue from concecs- 
sionaires on the ground floor. is 
declining from its most favorable 
figure, about $65,000 a year. 

Nolte’s recommendation embod- 


ied a provision that all interurban 
bus lines entering the city be com- 
pelled to use the proposed termi- 
nal. The one line that uses the 
market as a terminal now pays the 
city $5000 a year rental. 

Discussing the proposal after the 
meeting, Nolte pointed out that his 
plan not only would increase the 
market building revenue substan- 
tially. but would take the busses off 
the streets, where they are now 
parked in various parts of the.city 
for loading and unloading, as well 


partures. 

The bus lines could be forced to 
use the terminal by taking from 
them their right to the use of the 
curb for loading space. Nolte told 
the board it was his opinion the 
market never wculd pay an ade- 
quate return on the investment un- 
less some such measure were 
passed. The board took no action 
on the suggestion, which follows an 
investigation by an aldermanic 
committee of the martet’s failure 
‘to bring in an adequate return. 
The aldermanic committee rec-

$0 Pct. Duty Applies to Elec- 


trical Fixtures, Cameras, 
Cotton Goods, Acids. 


By the Associated Press. 


BONDON, Dec. 18.—Great Bri- 
fain carried its experiment with 
protection considerably farther last 


night in decreeing 50 per cent du- 
ties on a large number of products, 
many of which are imported from 


the United States. 


The duties, which become effec- 
tive tomorrow, apply to articles 
that have been imported in large 
amounts recently, apparently in an- 


ticipation of a general tariff. 


Several kinds of electrical fix- 


tures are hit in the new schedules. 


American firms already have plans 


under way to manufacture these 
products in England in order to 
avoid duty. The Government raises 
no objéction to that procedure on 
the theory that unemployment will 
be lessened. 
. Among the articles assessed in 
the new duties are incandescent 
‘ bulbs, fittings and accessories for 
use in connection with interior 
lighting, fuses, sockets, shades, re- 
flectors, switches and similar prod- 
ucts. 

Cameras and their parts also 
eome under the ruling, along with 
unexposed paper, plates and films 
pther than motion picture films. 

Other items are lawn mowers, 
manufactured products, made whol- 
ly or partly of cotton, including 
tissues in the piece, flags, handker- 
chiefs, shawls and household cotton 
goods; cordage, ropes and twine 
under a quarter-inch in diameter. 

Garments, complete or incom- 
plete, other than underwear, will 
feel the new duties, as will hosiery. 

Other products are citric acid, 
tartaric acid, cream of tartar, alum- 
inum sulphate, ammonia alum, soda 
alum, potash alum, ammonium 
chloride and lithopone, also rubber 
proofed tissues in the piece, loaded 
cartridges or empty cartridge cases. 


WISCONSIN ASSEMBLY PASSES 
WORK STABILIZATION BILL 


Measure Aims to Spread Employ- 
ment in Time of Depression; 
Senate Yet to Act. 

By the Associated Press. 

MADISON, Wis., Dec. 18.—With 
gcarcely any debate, the State As- 
sembly yesterday voted, 45 to 42, 
to adopt the employment stabiliza- 
tion bill. The bill now goes to the 
senate. 

Stabilization of industry to pre- 
vent widespread unemployment 
during periods of depression is the 
main purpose of the measure. It 
sets up a public policy for an equi- 
table distribution of work when 
available employment is reduced 10 
per cent or more below normal. 

Employers in separate industries 
are privileged to distribute em- 
ployment on their own initiative 
and if the industrial commission 
finds that a majority have reduced 
the hours of labor, it may issue 
special orders directed at particu- 
lar employers who have not _ re- 
duced hours. The bill does not ap- 
ply to employers of less than 10 
persons. 


CHINESE SMUGGLER KILLS SELF 


Awaiting Trial at Seattle, Wash., 
on Narcotics Charge. 


By the Associated Press. 3 
CHICAGO, Dec. 18.—Tom Fook, 


60 years old, Chinese, who, offi- 
cials said, was awaiting trial in 
Seattle, Wash., for violating the 
Federal narcotic laws, was found 
shot to death in his home yester- 
day. Police said he had killed 
himself. ~ 

Fook was alleged to have at- 
tempted to smuggle narcotics 
valued at $100,000 into the country 
when he returned recently from a 
trip to China. 


Colombia Credit Extension. 
By the Associated Press. 

BOGOTA, Colombia, Dec. 18.— | 
The Bank of the Republic yester- | 
day extended a credit of $15,500,- 
000 to the Government in return 
for 10 years’ revenue from the na- 
tional salt mines. The money will 
be used to cover the $5,000,000 
budget deficit and to finance the 
public works program. The credit 
bears 3 per cent interest and pay- 
ments through the salt revenue be- 
gin three years from now. 


Jerusalem Growing Rapidly. 
By the Associated Press. 
JERUSALEM, Dec. 18.—Jerusa- 


lem has increased in population by 
almost 60 per cent since 1922, hav- 
ing 90,526 inhabitants as compared 
with 62,678 in the last census. 
Other cities of the Holy Land are 
about stationary. Hebron, for ex- 
ample, had 16,557 in 1922 and 17,- 
000 this year.

CONCORD, N. H., Dec. 138.—An 
“orderly book” relating the 
achievements and hardships of an 
all-but-forgotten “lost legion” of 
New Hampshire fighting men, par- 
ticipants in the French and Indian 
wars, has been acquired by Direc- 
tor Otis G. Hammond of the New 
| Hampshire Historical Society. 

Out of a jumble of company re- 
ports, written in the simplest of 
soldierly Leonard 
Whiting of Hollis, leader of the 
Granite State militia detachment in 
the conquest of Canada by British 
and Colonial forces in 1759 and 
1760, there emerges a clear picture 
of the trials of the backwoods mil- 
itiamen. 

The book is characterized by 
Hammond as “next to priceless.” 
It is yellowed and faded but still 
legible and is believed to be the 
only existent account of a hereto- 
fore mysterious chapter of Ameri- 
can military glory. 

Stories of a smallpox sacourge. 
desertions, dissipations that threat- 
ened the safety of besieged garri- 
| Sons and great bravery are con- 
| tained in this heirloom of an anon- 
| Ymous family which has come to 
the New Hampshire Historica] So- 
ciety as a gift. 

Capt. Whiting tells an absorbing 
story of the campaign fought by 
1000 New Hampshire mili 
beyond the outposts of civilization 
wholly without literary pretense. 

Orders, repeated in full, describe 
the baggage and rations carried by 
the men and the endless and color- 
ful detail attached to the great ad- 
vance up Lake Champlain by boat 
and across lower Canada on foot 
to Montreal. 
| It relates how mile by mile, the 
‘invaders fought their way against 
the French, the Indians and the 
woods, water and weather. The 
names of camps and bivouacs, 
stretching in an unbroken line 
from Albany to Crown Point, up 
'Lake Champlain to the walls of 
Montreal, are minutely listed. 

Capt. Whiting had a hand in it 
all and jotted it down day by day 
into his dog-eared, travel-stained, 
eight by ten inch log book as the 
buckskin-clad New England rifle- 
men fought their way north by 
aid of the torch and scalping knife 
they handled as expertly as their 
Indian enemies.

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MOVEIN CHICAGO 
TO HOLD BACK PAY 
TO PROTECT BONDS 


Mayor and Comptroller 
Agree $11,312,000 Due 
on oLans, Must Be Met to 
Save City Credit. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 18. — Chicago, 
deep in a financial morass, may 
commandeer the salary money of 
its employes to save its bonds. 

But the city’s police and fire- 
men faced the issue stoically, de- 
termined to carry on, pay or no 
pay. 

This latest development in Chi- 
cago money matters is a problem 
for the City Council to solve if it 
can today at a conference between 
Mayor Cermak and City Comptrol- 
ler Semczak, it was decided to ad- 
vocate the draining of practically 
all funds to meet $11,312.928 of 
maturing principal and interest on 
bonds Dec. 31. 

In referring the proposal to the 
Council, the Comptroller issued a 
statement saying it was vital that 
the credit of the city be protected. 

“It is unquestionably an extreme 
move,” he said, “but because of 
the lack of action by the Legisla- 
ture, this measure is absolutely nec- 
essary.” 

He referred to the fact that the 
State Legislature adjourned for the 
holidays without providing finan- 
cial relief for the city. 

Collection of Cook County taxes 
for the last three years awaits de- 
cision of the courts. 

The firemen and police, paid up 
to the middle of November, ex- 
pressed loyalty. 

“Absolutely we'll stand by,” said 
Daniel J. Carmody, acting Fire 
Commissioner. ‘We've waited for 
our pay before this and we'll hold 
on until it comes .uround again.” 

Fyank T. Ford, secretary to Com- 
missioner of Police Allman, spoke 
almost the same words. 

“Anyway,” he added, “what else 
is there to do?” 

Twelve thousand school teachers, 
unpaid since June, appear likely 
to benefit, while their contempo- 
raries. on the city payrolls took 
their furns at waiting. The teach- 
ers are due to get half a month’s 
pay, a sum which appeared un- 
necessary to go toward meeting in- 
terest on the bonds.

liquidation.

THE POSTOFFICE DEFICIT. 

The proposals for raising more governmental rev- 
enue place a heavy burden on the Postoffice Depart- 
ment. Postmaster-General Brown, confronted by « 
record gross deficit of $146,000,000, proposes to in- 
crease first-class letter postage to 3 cents an ounce, 
hoping in this way to produce $100,000,000. Secre- 
tary Mellon in his budget recommendations goes even 
further by calling on the department to raise $150,- 
000,000 additional by rate increases. 

First-class mail now pays the highest rate and is 
the only division that returns a profit, which last 
year was $70,900,000. The other classes show a 
steady loss, but Mr. Brown contemplates no increases 
in them. Were they increased, publications and par 
cels simply would go by other agencies, competitors 
of the Postoffice. Even now, only 18.45 per cent of 
newspapers are carried by mail. Circular mail would 
be reduced in volume for, in this day of falling prices, 
few concerns would increase their budgets for direct- 
by-mail advertising. Because the Postoffice has a 
monopoly on carrying letters, they are singled out 
for an increase. 
The virtual subsidy given to air mail cost the de 
partment about $17,000,000 this year, and the grants 
to American shipping accounted for some $19,000,000 
more. Congressional franks totaled about $1,000,000, 
and free mail service to executive departments some 
$10,000,000. All these are non-profit functions, in- 
dorsed by custom and accepted as governmental polli- 
cies. Should they properly be charged against the 
Postoffice deficit? It would seem that the depart- 
ments benefited by them should be assessed with 
these costs. For instance, the Army and Navy have 
been enabled to retrench in their aviation develop- 
ment because of the great aid given to flying by the 
Postoffice. Subtracting these items, some $47,000,000 
would be removed from the deficit. 
The Postoffice has always given more attention 
to serving the people than to earning profits. It has 
established many innovations, extremely valuable al- 
though costly. Who, for instance, would suggest 
abolishing rural free dzlivery, which costs $50,000,000 
more annually than it earns? Many a small post- 
office is far from self-sustaining, yet cannot be closed. 
Insurance, registry, C. O. D., mroney orders and the 
dead letter office are other expensive but important 
branches of the service. 
We seriously doubt that a S-cent rate on letters 
would lead to the great gain in receipts that Mr. 
Brown predicts. There would be an inevitable shrink- 
age in volume, probably greater than the shrink- 
age that occurred under the 3-cent rate of the war

ABUSING PUBLIC PATIENCE. 

The action of the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee in again postponing consideration of our ad- 
herence to the World Court seems to us to show a 
lack of “decent respect” for public opinion. This 


was first recommended by President Harding in an 
unusually earnest and forceful message. President 
Coolidge accepted it as a hereditary policy, though 
without enthusiasm. President Hoover has urged it 
in the spirit of Mr. Harding, The Senate has debated 
it until nothing is Jeft to be said that hasn't been 
said. 
The subject, admittedly, is without dramatic appeal. 
No clamorous minority is demanding that we go into 
the court or stay out. No boss sits in the gallery, 
watching the roll call, to jot down the names of Sen- 
ators for reward or punishment, according to their 
response. There is no powerful interest to placate or 
antagonize. There are no votes in it, one way or the 
other. ! 
We do not mean to imply that the Senate’s procras- 
tination is chargeable to the absence of an obstreper- 
ous lobby, or to a passive public attitude. But the 
Senate’s deportment invites such suspicions. Its in- 
action is inexcusable. There are more pressing mat- 
ters before the Senate now, but, having had this ques- 
tion under advisement for a decade, it does seem as 
if it might now be put to a vote and quickly dis- 
posed: of. 
In the long look, this question of our adherence 
to the World Court is one of great moment. Our ulti- 
mate decision will be more than a legislative act. 
It will be an event of history. Some of our finest 
legal intellects regard the World Court as destined to 
be of inestimable service to humanity in solving con- 
troversies by the processes of reason aud justice that 
otherwise might be settled by was; as the one in- 
stitution that may develop a code of international!

Germany will face worst of its crisis this winter, Chancellor tells American inter- 
viewer; thinks people realize need for economies, and hence accept drastic meas- 
ures; encouraged by increase in farm output and rise in export surplus; plans to 
give aid to smaller industries, to stimulate internal trade and provide employment.

“I am glad you say somewhat more op- 
timistic view, because IJ used the expression 
in the English sense, to indicate that the 
scales might easily tilt one way or the 
other. We have the worst of the crisis still 
to face. The coming winter will be a se- 
vere test of Germany’s faith and courage. 
On the other hand, I do feel that the 
German people are in a better state of mind 
psychologically. When I became Chancel- 
lor two years ago, the people scarctly real- 
ized the precarious financial situation. They 
were living on the illusions of loans and 
short-term credits. The possibility of a day 
of reckoning had not occurred to them. 
Many of the credits, as you know, had not 
been for productive enterprises, Expenses 
of government had grown alarmingly. 

“My task was to induce the official classes 
and. in many cases, the manual workers, 
to accept salary and wage cuts, which are 
always unpleasant. It was a task of public 
education. It meant that the people had 
to be told disagreeable truths. My Govern- 
ment was the first since the war to meet 
Germany's Obligations out of current earn- 
ings and not out of berrowed capital. In 
short, we faced reality and risked unpopu- 
larity in bringing the German people to do 
likewise. This was, I may say, equivalent 
to turning the tide.

“Although the German people are feeling 
the hardshijs and sacrifices entailed by this; 
new policy, they are finally convinced that 
borrowing and spending are not the su-’ 
preme functions of government. The elec-’ 
tions a@ year ago were fought on a program 
of economies. These economies, buttressed 
by heavy taxation, were introduced into ef 

fect without dangerous strikes or serious 
Conse- 
quently, I feel that the bulk of the Germian 
people have shown splendid good will in 
co-operating with the first Government to 
lay all the cards on the table and invite 
friend and foe to verify every fact and 
figure.” 

My next:question concerned the land and 
agricultural] situation. The Chancellor's 
eyes brightened as he replied in firm tones: 

“The policy of the present Government 
in the field of agricultural development has 
brought about a marked decrease in the im- 
portation of foodstuffs. Germany is now 

fully twice as self-sustaining as two years 
ago. The German people, by raising such 
a large percentage of necessities, were able 
in September, one of the severest months 
tm the current depression, to show a record-

the good will and effort in such accomplish- 
ment. These results were attained in 
face of falling world prices for meat and 
grain, which tended to impoverish the small 
farmer. In many cases, it meant a stinted 
diet and short rations. 

“On the other hand, there is a danger 
in stimulating export trade in this ratio. 
Pouring goods into the Markets of the world 
tO pay private and public debts is apt to 
disorganize world economy and tend, not to 
the enrichment, but the impoverishment of 
peoples. The events of the past few months 
have proved that abnormal] production or 
consumption in any important area tends 
to have powerful repercussions throughout 
the globe. The world is one vast economic 
organism, whose functions are ciosely in- 
terrelated.”’

a St: the close relationships between 
industry and Government in the Reich, I 
asked Dr. Bruening whether there would be 
any changes of policy in this respect during 
the next six months. His answer drew a 
Sharp distinction between large and me- 
dium-scale industries: 

“Hitherto the Government has been pre- 
eccupied almost exclusively with the devel- 
opment of the larger industrial concerns. 
Foreign credits have been secured chiefly 
for big combines. Consequently, they have 
benefited from internal and external sup- 
port. Now our program is to help the mid- 
die-class producer and trader. A durable 
System of private property depends largely 
on this group. 

“The protection and development of 
smaller industries should stimulate internal 
trade and lift the purChasing power of the 
German people from its present low ebb. 
Combined with the program of agrarian 
progress, it should reduce unemployment. 
he figures for the latter have not grown 
quite as rapidly as the Cabinet had antici- 
pated when it drew up its program of win- 
ter relief. This would indicate that our 
policy of retrenchment, financial reform and 
orderly relief for the unemployed ig already 
beginning to bear solid fruit. Side by side 


with a stable currency to secure lower 
prices, lower rents and lower production 
costs are our immédiate task. With a fair 


degree of co-operative effort, we can ever- 
come the difficulties of the coming winter. 

“The gravity of the present situation is 
that we must pay 26 milliard (billion) 
marks of long and short-term indebtedness 
with interest and amortization charges, be- 
sides the huge burden of reparation pay- 
ments. Had not President Hoover taken 
such prompt and generous action last sum- 
mer, it is hard to say what a catastrophe 
might have occurred. The German people 
will never forget that act of friendship. The 
collapse of German credit would not have 
stopped short of German boundaries. 

“When for 14 years a great nation has 
hag nothing but new sufferings and new 
humiliations, it is no longer easy to speak 
of patience, economy and i self-sacrifice. 
War, inflation and debt payments have left 
their marks on the German psychology. The 
challenge to sharper sacrifices and sterner 
self-discipline cannot be repeated or pro- 
longed indefinitely.

I 
do not believe that any but the 
most optimistic players would have 
bid a grand slam in spades, but it 
certainly would have been a far 
more logical contract than any 
other grand slam with the corm- 
bined North and South hands. Com- 
pared with the bonus given for a 
vulnerable small slam, to say noth- 
ing of a vulnerable grand slam, the 
count of 150 for honors is small 
compensation indeed.

Smith became one of the late 

President’s close advisers as a 
member of Roosevelt's “tennis Cab- 
inet” after going to Washington in 
1903 as Deputy Commissioner of 
Corporations in the newly formed 
Bureau of Corporations. Four 
years later, Roosevelt appointed 
him Commissioner of Corpora- 
tions, 
-. Because of his success in inves- 
tigations intrusted to him, Smith 
became known in Washington as 
Roosevelt’s “doctor of wrecks and 
receipts.” 

With the split in the Republican 
party in 1912 after the renomina- 
tion of President Taft. Smith re- 


, signed as Corporation Commission- 
er to enlist in HRoogevelt’s progres- 
sive movement. 

In recent years Smith had not 
been active in politics, devoting his 
time to several business enter- 


| prises. 

His widow, Gertrude E. Smith, 
daughter of former United States 
Senator Charles H. Dietrich of 
Hastings, Neb., is a national leader 
in the League of Women Voters.. *

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CHILDREN WILL ENJOY 
PREPARING POP CORN 


Balls and Colored Strings for 
the Christmas Tree Are 
Suggested. 


Let the children pop a big panful 
of corn to make into small popcorn 
balls, and to color and string for 
the Christmas tree. There are sev- 
eral excellent popcorn poppers on 
the market, but if these are not 


——— 


available, use a heavy skillet with 


a cover over it, or a “dutch oven,” 
shaking it slowly over the fire un- 
til the corn is popped and fluffy. 

To color popcorn, make a sugar 
syrup by boiling one and one-half 
cups sugar and two-thirds cup 
water until it spins a thread. Re- 
move at once from the fire and 
drop in a very little red food col- 
oring. Stir carefully, but quickly, 
and pour in a thin stream over the 
popcorn, 2 quarts of it in a large 
bowl. Continue stirring until the 
syrup has covered all the corn and 
has sugared slightly.

FTER 10 years of experimenta. 
m tion and study of the removal! 

of tonsils by various electrica] 
heans, it appears to be the opinion 

f competent observers that “elec. 
rosurgical removal of tonsils can. 
ot yet be considered as the most 
esirable method for routine re. 
noval of the tonsils.” 

This judgment is editorially ox. 
ressed in a recent issue of thea 
ournal of the American Medica} 
ssociation. 

The process has certain adyan- 
ages over straight surgical tons! 
emioval. But there are also cer. 

in disadvantages. 

Where there are certain compli. 
ations existing, electrosurgical] re. 
oval of the tonsils may be the 
referred method of operation. 

Young patients with heart dic. 
ase, tuberculosis, or kidney dis. 
ase, are better served by this 
ethod than by straight surgery. 

The advantages reside in the 
rocess being practically painless 
nd shock free. 

Anesthesia is not required, hem. 
rrhage is prevented, the tonsils 
re sterilized, and they may be re- 
oved, or, better, coagulated and 
estroyed slowly in any number of 
esired treatments. 

There are of course the disad. 

Ntages of time consumed in the 
reatments, and the proportionate 
xpexse. 

There is some danger of the 
reatments leading to sloughing of 
issue, and to swelling and oedema. 
bscesses may also form. 

The editorial wisely warns that 
many considerations must enter 
nto the decision of the individual 
physician in the individual case as 
Oo whether or not electrocoagula- 
On or surgical removal is to ba 
he method of choice. 

“In the vast majority of cases, 
lectrosurgical removal] of the ton- 
ils has not yet been proved to be 
he method of choice. 

“This should not integfere, how- 
ver, with its application in prope 
rly selected instances.”
